) Possessed by peat to preserve animal matter 
| om putrelaction is very wonderiul., It is 
probabiy owing to this circumstance that 
Heshy portions of the Mastedun and other 
| annals have been so Jong preserved in peat 
| bogs. Itis stated in the Philosophical Trans- 
| actions of 17:34, that two human bodies were 
‘preserved in peat for fifty nine years. In 
| January, 1675, a farmer and his maid servant 
| were crossing the peat moors in Derbyshire, 
'Eng. ‘They were overtaken by a great fall 
jof snow, and both perished; their bodies 
| were not found until the 3d of May in the 
same year; and being then offensive, the 
|coroner directed them to be buried on the 
}sputinthe peat. Here they remained thirty- 
{nine years, when the curiosity of some couns 
'trymen induced them to open their graves. 
The bodies appeared quite fresh; the skin 
was fair und of its natural color, and the flesh 
, as soft as that of persons just dead. They 
| were allerwards frequently exposed as cu- 
| niosities, until mm 1716, they were buried by 
jorder of the mau’s descendants. At that
